Claim 10 (New): The method of claim 1, wherein said subject is human and has 
neuropathic pain resulting from immunodeficiency. 

Claim 1 1 (New): The method of claim 1, wherein said subject is human and has 
neuropathic pain resulting from trauma. 
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Claim 12 (New): The method of claim 1, wherein said subject is human and has 
neuropathic pain resulting from ischaemia. 

Claim 13 (New): The method of claim 1, wherein said subject is human and has 
neuropathic pain resulting from multiple sclerosis. 

Claim 14 (New): The method of claim 1, wherein said subject is human and has 
neuropathic pain resulting from sciatic neuralgia. 

Claim 15 (New): The method of claim 1, wherein said subject is human and has 
neuropathic pain resulting from trigeminal neuralgia. 

Claim 16 (New): The method of claim 1, wherein said subject is human and has 
neuropathic pain resulting from a post-herpetic syndrome. 
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
